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TERMS  OF  SALE  -  REMITTANCES: 

Remittances  should  accompany  all  orders  and  may 
be  made  by  Post  Office  Money  Order,  Bank  Draft  or  by 
check.  Do  not  send  stamps. 

SIZE  OF  ROOTS: 

This  year  I  offer  one  and  two  eye  divisions,  one  and 
two  year  old  plants  and  on  some  varieties  three  to  five 
eye  divisions. 

All  small  divisions  and  small  plants  should  be  planted 
where  they  can  be  given  water  in  Sepitember  and  Oc¬ 
tober  and  again  in  April,  May,  and  June. 

GUARANTEE: 

All  varieties  are  guaranteed  true  to  name.  Should 
any  varieties  prove  untrue  to  name,  I  will  replace 
them  with  true  stock.

PLANTING  INSTRUCTIONS: 

Cultural  directions  will  be  mailed  with  the  acknowl¬ 
edgment  of  the  order.  Another  copy  will  be  included 
in  the  package  with  the  roots. 

TIME  OF  SHIPMENTS: 

I  begin  shipping  my  peony  orders  the  first  week  in 
September.  Customers  may  ask  for  shipment  any  week 
before  November  15th. 

POSTAGE  AND  PACKING  CHARGES: 

In  my  September,  1939  leaflet  I  told  my  customers 
that  postage  charges  would  be  made  on  all  of  the  small 
roots  which  they- purchased  from  me  and  in  every  pack¬ 
age  which  left  my  garden  after  that  circular  was  sent 
out,  I  placed  one  or  more  gratis  roots.  Apparently 
these  gratis  roots  were  so  welcome  that  my  customers 
did  not  object  to  the  paying  of  the  postal  charges. 


PARCEL  POST 

Here  is  the  scale  of  parcel  post  prices  on  packages  this  year. 
The  charges  on  one  division  of  any  size  (or  root  of  any  size) 
will  be  10c.  The  charges  on  two  roots  or  divisions  will  be  12c, 
on  three  roots  or  divisions  14c,  on  four  roots  or  divisions  16c, 
and  one  cent  for  each  additional  root  or  division. 


These  charges  may  appear  too  large  in  the  first,  sec¬ 
ond,  and  possibly  third  zones,  but  customers  living 
farther  away  will  probably  notice  that  on  some  pack¬ 
ages  the  charges  were  higher  than  the  amounts  noted 
here.  We  hope  we  will  remember  to  place  an  addi¬ 
tional  division  or  two  in  each  package  to  equalize 
postage  and  packing  charges. 

NO  SUBSTITUTIONS: 

Of  some  varieties,  I  have  a  limited  number  of  roots. 
If  I  cannot  supply  any  variety  you  order,  I  will  return 
your  money  for  that  variety.  I  never  make  substitu¬ 
tions  on  any  customer’s  order  unless  the  customer  asks 
that  this  be  done. 
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My  customers  will  find  this  new  catalogue  very  dif¬ 
ferent  from  any  one  which  I  have  previously  published. 

In  1914,  I  accidently  discovered  that  a  small  peony 
division  with  only  one  eye  could  be  induced  to  make 
remarkable  growth  during  its  first  year  if  I  watered 
it  regularly  in  the  fall  and  also  again  during  the  months 
of  April  and  May.  As  a  result  of  this,  during  the  past 
twenty  years,  I  plant  only  single  eye  divisions  in  my 
own  garden  to  produce  the  roots  and  divisions  for 
future  years. 

Last  year,  1939,  my  catalogue  of  three  to  five  eye 
peony  divisions  produced  fewer  orders  than  I  had  hoped 
for  and  expected  to  receive.  I  came  very  nearly  de¬ 
ciding  to  quit  the  peony  game. 

However,  during  the  last  week  of  September  the 
thought  came  to  me,  “Why  not  try  to  sell  to  my  cus¬ 
tomers  the  same  kind  of  one  eye  divisions  which  I 
always  plant  in  my  own  garden.”  I  immediately  got 
out  a  list  of  prices  on  one  eye  divisions  and  sent  it  to 
my  customers.  The  response  was  so  generous  that  the 
orders  during  October  and  November  kept  me  so  busy 
that  I  did  not  get  to  complete  my  own  fall  planting 
and  I  was  compelled  to  place  some  of  my  roots  in  my 
basement  and  plant  them  the  following  April. 

Consequently,  this  year,  while  I  am  listing  some 
varieties  in  three  to  five  eye  divisions,  I  am  placing 
my  emphasis  and  enthusiasm  on  the  sale  of  one  and 
two  eye  divisions  and  on  one  and  two  year  old  plants. 

I  hope  every  one  of  my  customers  will  make  an  ex¬ 
perimental  planting  of  some  of  my  small  divisions  and 
one  year  plants  for  I  am  sure  that  the  majority  of 
them,  if  properly  planted  and  watered  this  fall  and  next 
spring,  will  produce  blooms  the  first  year.

‘‘My  plant  of  the  variety  Edith  M.  Snook  sent  up 
four  42  inch  stems  and  each  of  them  produced  a 
perfect  milk-white  flower  with  an  entirely  new  form 
which  I  have  found  in  no  other  peony.  The  guard 
petals  are  long  and  grow  horizontally  from  the 
stems,  making  a  perfectly  flat  base  for  the  mass 
of  central  petals  which  form  a  compact  half  sphere 
above  them.  The  central  petals  are  all  of  the  rather 
narrow  twisted  form  found  in  the  collars  of  typical 
crown  type  peonies.  These  central  petals  make  so 
compact  a  bloom  that  no  carpels  are  visible,  but 
there  is  a  glint  of  green  from  the  base  of  the  petals 
and  a  tint  of  yellow  from  some  invisible  stamens.”

But  with  bright  sunshine 
this  variety  is  pure  white  and  shows  its  beautiful 
pink  colors  only  when  the  opening  buds  are  com¬ 
pletely  covered  by  thick  paper  bags  which  are  not 
removed  until  after  the  stems  are  cut  and  the  flowers 
carried  indoors.

I  recommend  both  varieties  for 
growing  for  the  sale  of  their  bloom  only.  Later 
varieties  have  more  quality  and  beauty  but  often 
do  not  bring  as  good  returns  as  these  two  faithful 
old  varieties.

About  sixty  or  seventy  years  ago  when  I  was  a  small 
boy,  the  only  peony  in  our  garden  was  a  dark  red 
double  one  which  grew  splendidly  every  year  and  pro¬ 
duced  blooms'  in  abundance.  Its  blooming  period  was 
usually  about  May  25th  to  June  10th  and  its  flowers 
were  cut  for  Decoration  Day,  which  we  now  usually 
speak  of  as  Memorial  Day.  There  is  a  white  one  and 
a  pink  one  of  the  same  species,  but  neither  of  them 
grow  so  vigorously  as  the  red  one.  The  botanical  name 
of  these  early  blooming  varieties  is  Officinalis  and  as 
all  Officinalis  peonies  originated  in  Europe,  I  will  call 
them  European  varieties. 

There  ^re  thousands  of  varieties  of  later  blooming 
peonies  which  in  this  latitude  sometimes  produce  blooms 
for  Memorial  Day  but  whose  early  blooming  date  can¬ 
not  be  absolutely  relied  upon.  These  thousands  of  later 
blooming  varieties  are  called  Chinensis  peonies  which 
means  that  they  originated  in  China  and  in  this  cata¬ 
logue  I  speak  of  them  as  Chinese  varieties. 

About  twenty  years  ago  or  possibly  a  little  less, 
Lyman  D.  Glasscock,  whose  address  is  R.F.D.  No.  2,  El- 
wood,  Illinois,  began  to  try  to  cross  the  European 
and  Chinese  species  of  peonies  for  the  express  purpose 
of  procuring  new  varieties  of  peonies  which  would 
produce  blooms  on  or  before  May  30th  for  use  on 
Memorial  Day. 

Every  member  of  the  Peony  Society  who  attends 
the  National  Peony  Shows  has  been  interested  in  seeing 
the  results  of  Mr.  Glasscock’s  efforts  in  hybridizing 
or  crossing  these  two  species.  All  the  new  varieties 
which  appear  in  his  garden  as  a  result  of  these  cross¬ 
ings  are  called  hybrid  peonies. 

At  our  1940  National  Peony  Show  he  exhibited  over 
two  hundred  and  possibly  even  over  three  hundred 
individual  hybrid  seedling  blooms  whose  parentage  was 
a  combination  of  both  the  European  and  Chinese  species. 
His  display  of  single  type,  Japanese  type  and  double 
type  hybrid  peonies  excited  an  interest  as  great  as  that 
manifested  in  the  Court  of  Honor.  During  the  last  five 
years  particularly,  Mr.  Glasscock  has  produced  hybrid 
varieties  of  which  he  and  every  member  of  the  Peony 
Society  can  be  very  proud. 

I  asked  him  last  year  to  select  for  me  six  or  eight 
of  the  very  best  hybrid  varieties  in  his  garden  and  I 
gladly  sent  him  a  check  for  them.  Every  one  of  them 
bloomed  for  me  this  year  and  all  peony  enthusiasts 
who  saw  them  were  as  enthusiastic  as  I  over  Mr.  Glass¬ 
cock’s  success.
